TWO FUGITIVES 
AGAIN ABDUCTED. 


Back to Quebec Through 
fa Clever. Move by 
Their Friends. 
‘FIRST ASK JAIL CELLS. 


When Behind Bars and Away 
from Guards, Habeas Cor- 
pus Writ and Special 
Train Do Rest. 


Quebec, May 19.—[Special.J—Once more 
abducted, and again by officers of the law 
and with legal formality, John F. Gaynor 
and W. D. Greene are now in this city, 


They arrived here tonight on a special 
train from Montreal in charge of local 
officers, 

The two fugitives from the United States, 
who are wanted in Georgia on a charge of 
complicity in frauds against the government, 
for which Captain Oberlin M. Carter was 
convicted, gained their point today by a 
clever ruse. They insisted on imprisonment 
in the Montreal jail and then all /was plain 
sailing. | 


First Arrest a Surprise. . 
From the time that Gaynor and Greene 


taken to Montreal after an exciting chase 
on the St. Lawrence River, they have been 
guarded by a small army of detectives. The 
fugitives were arrestefl under the direction 
of the United States authorities to face ex- 
tradition proceedings.

Ask Imprisonment in Jail 

When the Montreal officers, ‘accompanied 
by the detectives from the States, made the 
arrest here last week their captives: were 
taken by surprise, and before they fully 
realized the situation Gaynor and Greene 
were on a fleet tug speeding for Montreal. 

Friends secured a writ of habeas corpus 
and started in pursuit, but two boats and 
@ special train did not enable them to inter- 
cept the prisoners. 

In Montreal, the men were placed under 
charge of the detectives, who kept them at 
hotel. Their hearing originally had been 
set for today, but was postponed until Friday 

For the last few days friends : 
for ‘the fugitives have been planning to 
get the men back to Quebec, fearing trial 
here would go against them. All was in 
readiness for some move,‘and the guard for 


any surprise. 


Kept Under a Strong Guard. 


Finally. by an unexpected proceeding, the 
opportunity came today. Gaynor and Greene 
while in court reqnested Judge La Fontaine 
to order their confinement in jafl, alleging 
too much attention by the numerous detec- 
tives, 

The plea was granted and both men were 
locked up. 

Both Gaynor and Greene sald jall would 
be a relief. Last night they had to take 
supper with fourteen detectives, and when- 
ever they stuck thelr heads out of their 
rooms at the Windsor they saw detectives 
everywhere, perched on every possible pro- 
jection in the hall, like rail birds at a race- 
course. 

With the incarceration of the fugitives the 
rest was easy. Their location was known, 
and the proper authorities upon whom to 
serve a writ were apparent. 


Special Train Goes for Prisoners. 


As soon as the decision was announced the 
lawyers for the defense wired to Quebec to 
apply for a new habeas corpus asking the 
jailer in Montreal to deliver up the bodies of 
the prisoners, and they also arranged for a 
special train to bring up the officers with the 
habeas corpus and to bring back the prison- 
ers to Quebec. 

The train, which left here at once, carried 
High Constable Gale, carrying the writ, and 
twenty provincial policemen, who never left 
the train: while it was in Montreal, but sim- 
ply waited for developments. 

The train consisting of one coach and one 
engine had three relay engines along the 
road and made the run to Montreal in rec- 
ord time. Upon the arrival there High Con- 
stable Gale served the warrant at the jall 
and two men were hurried into a cab and 
sent to the Grand Trunk station as a blind, 
after which the real prisoners entered an- 
other cab and leisurely traveled to the 
Canadian Pacific station, where the special 
was. 

The station was thoroughly guarded by 
provincial detectives from Montreal, and the 
special sped out at 10:40 with the two pris- 
oners laughing on the back. 

There was a warm argument today in the 
Extradition Court at Montreal before Judge 
La Fontaine, when the Gaynor-Greene case 
was called. It began when the counsel for 
the accused complained that yesterday they 
were unable to secure access to their clients 
who were being confined in a private pris- 
on at the Windsor Hotel. They therefong, 
demanded that Gaynor and Greene be com- 
mitted to the Montreal jail in charge of 
Governor Vallee so they could secure access 
to them. 


Learns of Scheme Too Late. — 


Mr. MacMaster for the United States gov- 
ernment at firet raised no objection, but a 
few minutes later he learned that two writs 
of habeas corpus had been sworn out and 
that one of these was addressed to Governor 
Vallee. Once in the Montreal jail the writ 
would be served upon the Governor, and he 
would have no choice but to obey its call and 
bring Gaynor and Greene down to Quebec. 
Mr. MacMaster entered a vigorous protest 
against the proceedings. 

Judge La Fontaine took the matter undér 
advisement and this afternoon decided that 
as the prisoners really should be in jail and 
desired to go there he bad no alternative but 
to commit them. The prisoners were then 
taken and committed to thecare of Governor 
Vallee under formal remand until Friday 
next, 

A friend of the prisoners made the state- 
ment this afternoon that they had offered to 
go back to the United States and stand trial, 
provided they would not be tried in Georgia, 
because they did not think they could get 
justice there. He also said that the death of 
President McKinley was the only thing that

DYING MAN’S FRIENDS SAY HE IS

Threaten to Use Foree Unless Admitted 
| to South Ohicage Institution and 
Police Are Called—Crowd Dispersed 
and Death Releases Patient—Aus- 
trian Consul Declares Injured Em- 
Dloyes of Furnace Company Were 
Denied Permission to Make Wills. 


The South Chicago Hospital was besieged 
yesterday afternoon by a crowd of Hunger- 
lans whose fellow workman was dying in

In this they were upheld by Consul 
Schwegel, representing the Austrian gov- 
| ernment in Chicago, who asserts that seven 
severely injured men were not allowed 
by the hospital authorities to make their’ 
wills. The Consul says the only person per- 
mitted to see the patieuts was a pries 
privilege allowed In prisons. 

! The trouble which so aroused the Consul 
and the South Chicago workers resulted 
from an accident at the Bouth Chicago 
Furnace company’s plant on ‘Saturday. 
Seven men were badly, some fatally, burned 
by m@giten metal. They were hurried to the 


hospital, where admittance was denied their 
friends. 


Threaten to Batter Down Door. 

Yesterday the friends of Michael Toth, one 
of the injured, learned he was dying. They 
went to the hospital and demanded admit- 
tance. They weré refiised and threatened 
to force an entrance. There wete twenty- 
five men in the crowd and they declared they 
would batter down the doors. Fearing that 
they would carry out their threats a call for 
assistance was sent to the South Chicago 

Lieutenant Melaniphy and @ wagonload of 
Policemen responded to the call, but on their 
arrival they found that peate had been re- 
stored and that Toth’s friends had left. Toth 
| died shortly after the departure of the men. 


Priest Only Is Admiitted. 
Consul Schwegel’s difficulty was similar. 


He declares no one could see the injured 
men but Father Gerskovitch of South Chi- 


“ The hospital authorities would not even 
allow Father Gerskovich’s assistant to ac- 
company tho priest into the hospital to aid 
him in administering the last sacrament,”’ 
said the Consul yesterday. After Father 
Gerskovich had given the sacrament two 
of the men said they desired to make their 
will. The hospital authorities refused to 
admit anybody as witnesses, and when the 
priest said he would make it his business 
to see that the men secured their wish the 
nurse summoned a detective to prevent any 
ong from coming into the presence of the 
the men. 


Wished Make a Will. 


** One of the men desired to leave his money 
to a relative who under the law would re- 


sides considerable money im the Zajeanica 
society. The priest came to my Office and 
reported the matter.’ 

Consul Schwegel immediately dispatched 
his chief clerk and a representative of the 
law firm of Rubens, Dupuy @& Fischer to 
South Chicago to investigate and take ac- 
tion. 

“The hospital is owned by the furnace 
company,” said the Austrian Consul, “ and 
I suppose the company wanted to keep the 
friends of the men away until a settlement 
could be effected for the injuries.” 


Does Not Own Hospital. 


Benjamin W. Wells, secretary of the fur- 
nhace company, said last evening: 

“The South Chicago Hospital is not 
owned by our company, and we do not own 
any hospital in |South Chicago. I am not 
aware of any friction between the hospital 
authorities and the Austrian Consul.’ 

The night nurse at the hospital said no 
one ever had been refused admittance to 
the institution or ever would be. 

‘* It is a public institution,” she said, “ and 
no one has ever been denied the opportunity 
to see a patient at any hour of the day,” 

Toth lived at 10742 Torrence avenue. George 
Bentich, another of the injured, was report- 
ed as being in a critical cendition last night. 
Others of the injured are John Obradovic, 
George Brncic, and M. Zegic.

KILLS 225 MEN, 


Death Chamber in Fra- 
terville Shaft, Near 
Coal Creek, Tenn. 


FINDS NOT ONE. ALIVE. 
Fate Comes to All in an Instant;

cape, Even if Chance 
Presented.

Kyoxville, Tenn., May 19.—[(Special]—Be- 
tween 175 and 225 miners were killed by an 
explosion in the Fraterville coal mine, two 
miles west of Coal Creek, Tenn., at 7:80 
o'clock this morning. Only thirty-four bodies 
have so far been recovered, but all will 
| be brought to the surface before morning. 
Out of the large number of men and boys 
Who went to work this morning, develop- 
ments at 10 o'clock tonight show that only 
one is allVe, and he is so badly injured that 
he cannot live. This man was William Mor- 
gan, an aged Englishman, who was a road 
nan in the mine, and was blown out of the 
entrance by the force of thé explosion. 


Complete List Not Known. 

One hundred and seventy-five miners were 
checked {n for work this morning by the 
mine boss. In addition to these there were 
boys who acted as helpers and drivers and 
road men, and others to the number of per- 
hape fifty. 

They had not been at work long before the 
explosion occurred, There was a loud roar 
and then flames shot from the éntrance and

Rescuers Work All Day. 

All day long the rescuers toiled at the 
slate obetructions, and not wntil 5 o'clock 
did they force an entrance through it. Up 
to that hour only five dead bodies had been 
recovered, and hope was still high that many 
within were safe. 

The hopes of the living were doomed, how- 
ever, for when once the rescuers could enter 
and proceeded they walked along one con- 
tinueuws tomb of death. There was not a 
sign of life. Every man Nad perished, they 
believed, although it will be early in the 
morning before all the rooms can be entered. 


Bringing Out the Dead. 

Bight dead bodies were first recovered, and 
these were sent to Coal Creek. Twenty-six 
more were soon found. They were not dis- 
figured beyond identification, and each 
corpse, as it was borne from the mouth of 
the mine, was surrounded by eager crowds 
of relatives of the men who were entombed. 
The mine was not on fire except in remote 
portions, and all bodies will perhaps be 
reached before daylight. 

The Fraterville mine is owned by the Coal 
Creek Coal company, of which Major E. C. 
Camp ts President. He was in Cincinnati and 
is now hurrying to the scene of the disaster. 


Mine Was Considered Safe. 


Mine Inspector Shiflett said tonight: 

“T am surprised that the accident oc- 
curred. The company has recently installed 
a big sixteen-foot fan for keeping the mine 
ventilated, and this was considered amply 
sufficient for the purpose. My last inspec- 
tion was made in January, 1902.” 


Money for Relief Fund.

They were mad in their 
grief and appealingly begged their friends 
to go into the mine and rescue their loved 
ones if possible. Many of these women and 
children are in want and a mass-meeting 
has been called, at which leading citizens 
will take steps to retieve the needy. It may 
be that the outside world will be asked to 
or at first reported that an explosion 
also occurred in Thistle mine, which adjoins 
Fraterville mine, almost on the opposite side 
of the mountain. 

Mine Was an Old One. 

Thistle mine has practically been aban- 
doned, and it is understood to have been 
the intention of the Coal Creek company, 
which owns the properties, to abandon Fra- 
terville at an early date, on account of fts 
having been worked continuously for over 
thirty years. 

No men were at work in the Thistle mine, 
thus confining the disaster to Fraterville, as 
far as casualties are concerned. Superin- 
tendent George Camp was asked for an 
official statement for publication. Beyond 
the figures given above and the opinion that 
the explosion was probably caused from gas 
igniting, he had nothing to say. He will 
probably issue a statement later, giving the 
names of all the men who were known to be 
in the mine.

BATTED BALL KILLS A BOY 


DEATH ENDS CONTEST BETWEEN 
RIVAL SUBURBAN TEAMS. 


Maywood and Oklahoma Nines Meet 
with Large Crowd of Spectators 
Present—Ernest Seneiel, 12 Years 
Old, Standing Close to Base Line, 
Struck Over the Heart and Expires 
in a Few Minates—Victim the Only 
Support of His Mother.

Dynamite Bomb Found in Austrian Em- 
peror’s Private Car at Vienna a Few 
Minutes Before He Enters It.

Possible Courses of Defense. 

What Mr. Miller will do ts problematical.

every point. Again, they may consent tothe

Should the defendants elect to consent to 
the temporary restraining order, and not file 
their appearance in court, they will have 
until the first Monday in July in which to file 
it, which would give them until the first Mon- 
day in August to file their formal pleading, 
consisting ofa demurrer or a sworn answer. 


Temporary Restraining Order. 


In case the defense- consents to the tem- 
porary restraining order it would be drafted 
by United States Attorney Bethea and sub- 
mitted to the defendants’ counsel. After its 
terms were agreed on by the opposing coun- 
sel it would be submitted to Judge Grosscup 
for the signature of the court, and would 
then become a part of the records In the case. 
In its scope the restraining order if issued 
would follow closely the general allegations 
of the bill for an injunction, and in it the 
defendants would be enjoined from all the 
acts charged in the complaint. 

Any violation of such a restraining order 
would lay the defendants open to a chargé 
of contempt of court with Its attendant pun- 
ishment of a fine or jall sentence, or both, In 
the discretion of the Judge before whom the 
contempt proceedings would be brought. 

It is known that the plan of the defense 
at least a week ago was to interpose a vig- 
orous resistance to the government's motion 
for a temporary restraining order. It was 
the impression yesterday that owing to the 
publication in, THE TRIBUNE on Sunday of 
the series of. letters laying bare the workings 
of the trust,-and: adding another link to the 
chain of evidence, a different course of ac- 
tion had been decided upon in the case. 


Demurrer Best for Defendants. 


It is regarded as practically certain that 
the defendants will consent to the issuing 
of the tempo restraining order and will 
then file thef® appearance and a demurrer 
to the bill. It was hinted yesterday that 
practically onjy that course remained open

Unitéd@states Attorney Bethea 
drafted the government's bill for an in- 
junction he incorporated in it the demand 
that the defendants be required to answer 
thereto under oath. Following out that plan 
the government presented its verified plead- 
ing, which requires the same character of an 
answer. ~ 

It is the belief of the federal attorneys that 
with the mass of evidence facing them not 
one defendant will be willing to swear to 
the contents of an answer denying the al- 
legations made by the prosecution. If un- 
willing to interpose a verified answer only 
one course will femain open to the de- 
fendants—the filing of a demurrer. 

Another faét which points to the probable 
course of action to be adopted by the de- 
fendants is their desire to raise the issues in 
the case at the earliest possible moment. 
If, for illustration, the defendants should 
not be guilty of the violations of the law 
alleged by the government a temporary re- 
straining ordér would in nowise injure them 
and would expedite the hearing for the filing 
of a demurrer and an immediate hearing’ 
would ensue.

Evidence of the Prosecution. 

The evidence to be presented by United 
States Attorney Bethea today depends on 
the attitude of the defense. In case the de- 
fendants resist the temporary restraining 
order the federal attorneys will present evi- 
dence in the shape of affidavits to the court 
sufficient, in their opinion, to justify the issu- 
‘fing ofthe order prayed in the bill. 

At all stages in the case it will be the pol- 
icy of the prosecution to disclose only enough 
evidence to gain their points raised previous 
to the hearing on the main issues involved. 

Attorney Miller held a final conference 
with some of. his assistants in the case yes- 
terday afternoon and worked until late last 
night in preparation for the defense of his 
clients. United States Attorney Bethea also 
devoted all his: time to arranging his evi- 
dence and will hold a final conference with 
Solicitor General Richards and Special As- 
sistant Attorney General Day this morning. 
Both officials arrived from Washington last 
night to be present at the hearing today. 
They are staying at the Chicago club. 

There was a general disposition on the part 
of all the attorneys interested in the case 
to remain silent over their plans. Each one 
declared himself too busy to talk, and one 
added that a time for “ action, not words,” 
had arrived. 3 


Mass of Documents Brought. 

Solicitor General Richards and Special As- 
sistant Attorney Day brought with them 
from Washington considerable additional 
evidence. It consists of documents, such as 
affidavits and correspondence, collected 
throughout the country by the District At- 
torneys under the instructions of Attorney 
General Knox. Such as was deemed of use 
in the case was selected by the Attorney 
General and forwarded by his assistants to 
United States Attorney Bethea. 

There is a well defined feeling among the 
federal attorneys that little of the evidence 
collected for use in the case will see the light 
of day—at least in the courtroom, 

**It becomes more apparent every minute 
that the defendants will turn their defense 
into an attack on the Sherman: anti-trust 
law,” said one of those interested in the 
prosecution of the case. ‘ They will take 
the ground that many of the acts com- 
plained of by the government are not within 
the scope of the law. Of course there are 
many allegations in the bill they will deny, 
but the charge that they conspire to main- 
tain prices throughout the country and are 
in combination in different States and Ter- 
ritories to form a trust or monopoly will be 
met with the contention that their products 
are shipped to their own depots and sold 
and disposed of there inside of State lines. 
This, they will maintain, is not interstate 
commerce as defined in the laws of the 
United States and in the decisions construing 
the same handed down by the Supreme | 
Court.” 


Many Allegations to Be Admitted. 


“There are some allegations in the gov- 
ernment’s bill which will not be dented,” 
declared a man closely allied with the de- 
fense. ‘‘ None of the formal allegations, 
such as the amount of business transacted 
each year by defendant packers, will be 
questioned. But many of the acts charged 
by the government as illegal will be justi- 
fied in the court if the contentions of the 
defense are held good. For instance, if one 
of the packers made defendant in the bill 
finds his competitor in Indiana is selling 
goods at a lower price, there is nothing in 
the laws of the United States or any of the 
various States preventing that packer from 
cutting his prices even below cost if he sees 
fit. is goods are on-the ground and are 
In charge of the manager of his Indiana 
depot. The federal laws would have to be 
stretched a good deal to reach him, even if 
he did some of the things complained of by 
the government.

Interest in Armour Letters. 


The series of letters from the Chicago of- 
fice of Armour & Co. published in Tue’ 
TRIBUNE Sunday continued to excite com- 
ment among those interested in the packers’ 
case. They were universally conceded to be 
the strongest proof thus far made public 
showing the illegal relations of the packers. 

None of the parties to the case most af- 
fected by the exposure of their relations 
would be interviewed in regard to the letters. 
The mysterious “ Jones"’ whose name ap- 
pears on nearly all of the Armour letters 
is supposed to be Harry P. Jones, manager 
of the provision department of Armour & 
Co. ‘‘ Jones’’ will neither affirm nor deny 
the authorship of the epistles, although a4- 
mitting that he often writes confidential let- 
ters on behalf of the company. 

Jones at 
the offices of the company in the Home In- 
surance Building yesterday afternoon the 
information was given out that Mr. Jones

CONGRESS AROUSED BY EXPOSE 


Many Members Urge Criminal Proceed- 
ings Against Packers When They 
Read “Tribune” Disclosures. 


Washington, D. C., May 19.—[Special.]— 
When copies of THE TRIBUNE containing the 
full text of the letwers from Armour & Co. 
to their agents were received by members 
of Congress today, they created an undenia- 
ble sensation. 

Members who were shown the correspond- 
ence were astounded at the completeness of 
the evidence to show the existence of an il- 
legal conspiracy on the part of the beef pack- 
who had 
doubted the wisdom of the proceedings 
against the beef trust, because they feared 
there would be a lack of evidence and a con- 
sequent dismissal of the cases, thus prob- 


extremely interested in the showing made. 
They at once were converted to the wis- 
dom of the course Initiated by the President 
and Attorney General Knox, and declared 
that with the evidence furnished by Tue 
TRIBUNE the beef trust certainly would be 
overthrown, so that the political advantage 
would be entirely on the side of the Repub- 


Favor Severe Punishment. 


Many members who had not paid much 
attention to the subject heretofore eagerly 
read the letters, and there was a significant 
change in sentiment as the immediate 
result. Men who had been indifferent or 
who believed the beef trust had covered its 
track so cleverly that no proof of actual con- 
spiracy could be established changed their 
tune entirely, and many of them, it was sig- 
nificant, were openly in favor of a criminal 
prosecution of the officers of the beef trust. 

. They declared.that the lettersso fortunate- 

_ ty discovered by THE TRIBUNE revealed the 
existence of a conspiracy against the people. 
No injunction or civil suit, according to the 
views of these astonished members of Con- 

_* grese, would be any adequate attack upon 
the trust, because the big packers immedilate- 
ly could form another and bigger combina- 
tion and thus elude the law. 

There was a striking unanimity of opinion 
among those who read the correspondence in 
THE TRIBUNE, to the effect that some of the 
meat men ought to be prosecuted criminally 
as the only effectual way of disrupting the 
trust itself and of preventing the formation 
of a similar combination in the future. The 
anti-trust law, ‘it shoul@ be remembered, 
provides for the issuance of injunctions to 
prevent the operations of illegal combina- 
tions in restraint of trade, but the same law 


aiso provides an elaborate system of crim- 
inal prosecutions, and the opinions was ex- 
pressed generally in Congress that the ex- 


traordinary series of letters published in 


Tue TRIBUNE fully justified an immediate 
recourse to the criminal! sections of the anti- 


trust law. 
Evidence Found Overwhelming. 


Inasmuch as the case against the packers 


is actually in the federal court at Chicago, 


officials of the Department of Justice de- 


f the evidence discovered. They say that 
such a discussion of a case in court would 
almost involve contempt of court, but it is 
no violation of ‘confidence to say that the 
correspondence published in THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE is considered by the law officers of" 
the government to be overwhelming evi- 
dence of the existence of a conspiracy. and 
this evidence will be used in court, if not 
on the application for a temporary injunc- 
tion, surely when an attempt is made to 
secure a permanent restraining order. 


Stevens Expects Conviction. 


“It has been an extremely difficult matter 
in the past to prove violations of the anti- 
trust law,” said Representative Stevens, of 
Minnesota, “‘ but I believe all these difficul- 
ties in the case of the beef trust have been 
removed by the production of the evidence 
contained in the correspondence which 
passed between the packers and _ their 
agents. 
‘“‘Those letters baldly speak of violations 
of the agreements and warn the agents that 
because those who are not parties to the 
agreements decline to maintain prices that 
is no-excuse for those who are parties to 
the agreements which I consider to be in 
violation of the trust law and the agents 
are advised of the making of these agree- 
ments and are ordered to carry them out. 
‘I presume the packers have a system of 
fining those who fail to keep their agree- 
ments similar to that adopted by the raifl- 
roads which led rates. If the correspond- 
ence published is an indication of the char- 
acter of the evidence in the hands of the 
government, I look for the issuance of an 
injunction restraining the packers from 
carrying out their agreement. 

“The law officers of the government 
should begin proceedings against the an- 
thracite coal trust, as an agreement un- 
doubtedly exists to control prices. 


Foster for Criminal Action. 
“Criminal prosecution against the beef 
trust should be had,” said Representative 
Foster of Chicago, “as the evidence con- 
tained in the correspondence of the packers 
furnishes ample proof on which to base such 
prosecutions. The granting of an injunction 
would not mean anything, but if some of 
those who have so grossly violated the Sher- 
man ariti-trust law should be convicted under 
the criminal provisions of that law such 
proceedings would be wonderfully effective. 
“It would teach a severe lesson to those 
who apparently have no regard for the law. 
If the United States Circuit Court at Chicago 
should temporarily enjoin the packers from 
carrying out their unlawful agreements, and 
if that injunction should be made permanent, 
it would only temporarily check the opera- 
tion of the beef trust. When it was found, 
after a legal prosecution, that the Sherman 
anti-trust law had been violated and the 
companies enjoined from carrying their 
agreement into effect it would be a simple 
matter for the packers to combine into one 
gigantic trust, which, in my opinion, would 
be done.” 


Curtis Deems Proof Complete. 


* Those documents are not only incriminat- 
ing but contain the most conclusive evidence 
of its kind I ever saw,” said Representative 
Curtis of Kansas, in reference to the meat 
trust correspondence published in Tug 
TRIBUNE on-Sunday morning. “ The letters 
give us a ci@r insight into the operations 
of the trust, and show beyond all question 
that an agreement exists among the pack- 
ers by which it was agreed to maintain 
prices, divide territory, throttle competition, 
rota do other things which are contrary to 
aw. 

“There should be no difficulty on the part 
of the legal branch of the government in con- 
victing the packers of violating the Sherman 
anti-trust law. Our people have suffered at 
the hands of the beef trust, aad I know of 
at least one man in Kansas who was driven 
out of business by the packers. Hé has been 
in consultation with the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney for Kansas, and undoubtedly 
furnished that official with considerable evi- 
dence which will strengthen the case against 
the meat trust.”’ 


Mahoney Demands Severity. 
“ Prosecutions against the beef trust 
should not be concluded with the securing 
of a permanent injunction restraining the 
beef trust from continuing to carry out its 
unlawful and unwarranted agreement to 


| maintain prices, divide territory, and crush 


competition,’’ said Representative Mahoney 
of Chicago. ‘*‘ The government shouldnot let 
up on the packers, but should bring crim- 
inal prosecution against those who have 
violated the laws so grossly and make them 
suffer for the impunity with which they have 
disregarded the law. The correspondence 
published by THe TRIBUNE furnishes more 
than ample evidence on which to base crim- 
inal prosecution, and [| do not believe the 
legal officers of the government wil! do their 
full duty unless they institute criminal prose. 
cutions. ' 

“I am not much of a lawyer, but a lay- 
man or a schoolboy would be convinced after 
reading this correspondence that an 

ment not only exists but that it has been 
put in operation, as evidenced by the written 
complaints of the violation of that agree- 
ment. 

“It is the most conclusive evidence I ever 
saw, and THE TRIBUNE deserves great credit 
for unearthing this important testimony. I 
am giad to see that it will be turned over to 
the representatives of the Attorney General, 
and I hope they will make good use of it.” 


Sims Wants Patkers in Prison. 


. “ After civil proceedings against the beef 
trust have been brought to a close and the 
beef trust is dissolved,” said Representative 
Sims, a Tennéssee Democrat, ‘ the govern-: 
ment should institute criminal proceedings 
against those who have so flagrantly violated 
the anti-trust laws of the country and un- 
justly and arbitrarily increased the prices of 
meat products. 

“In the correspondence of the packers 
themselves is contained enough evidence to 
secure a conviction under the criminal sec- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law. It is ex- 
tremely difficult to prove violations of laws of 
this character, but, inasmuch as the govern- 
ment, with the assistance of the newspapers, 
has gained possession of such conclusive evi- 
dence, it should prosecute the trust severely. 

** An example should be made of it, and, in- 
asmuch as the packers, who are immensely 
wealthy, would not object seriously to an in- 
terference with their business by the gov- 
ernment, as another agreement could be en- 
tered into, in my judgment some of them 
should be sent to the penitentiary. 

* The trust evil is spreading and the time 
has arrived to check the operation of unlaw- 
ful acts on the part of great moneyed cor- 
porations. There is no better time than the 
present for the government to proceed, and 
its prosecution should not stop with the beef 
trust, but other corporations which are vio- 
lating the laws should be made to suffer.” 


DRESSED BEEF PRICES ADVANCE 


Increasé to Dealers from 9 1-2 Cents to 
, 10—Large Receipts at the 
Yards. 


' There was a slight advance in the price of 
dressed beef yesterday. Retailers who paid 
9% cents a pound for the product last week 
are now paying 10 cents. If the warm 
weather continues prices are expected to be- 
come lower, owing to the decreased demands 
by the consumer for beef during the heated 
season. Twenty thousand head of cattle 
were received at the Union Stock-Yards yes- 
terday, which was largely in excess of the 
estimated receipts for the day. Many of 
the commission men anticipated a break in 
prices as a result of the large receipts, but 
the demand remained strong throughout the 
day. Some of the better grade of the offer- 
ings sold just before the closing of the mar- 
ket for only a shade lower than the top prices 
of last week. The top price paid during the 
day was $7.60.

The Council last night confirmed the appointments made by Mayor Harrison during 
the day of O. A. Thorp and Dr. J. F. Chvatal to be members of the Board of Education. 
Mr. Thorp succeeds Charles J. Holmes, who died recently, and Dr. Chvata!l fills the vacan- 
cy caused by the transfer of Charles Vopicka to the Board of Logal Improvements. 

Mr. Thorp {fs head of the firm of Ole A. Thorp & Co., exporters. He has the distinction

Referred to the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
North an ordinance for the vacation of parts of 
Grace, Byron, and Ash streets and North Forty- 
sixth and North Forty-seventh avenues. 


The City Council last night decided to sell 
the rights of the city in parts of Lumber 
and Fisk streets to Augustus Beidler and 
the heirs of Caleb Allen for $15,600. They, in 
turn, it is understood, will sell the whole prop- 
erty, including their holdings abutting the 
streets, to the Chicago Edison company for 
a large power plant. 

The ordinance, which has been productive 
of more recrimination and intimations of 
boodling than any introduced in the Coun- 
cil for a year, fixes a compensation three 
times higher than it was the original in- 
tention of the Committee on Streets and Al- 
leys West to recommend. 
that the increase made was dus to the so- 
called rubber-necking of Alderman Min- 
wegen. 

Attempt to Raise Price. 

When the ordinance came up for passage 
there was an attempt made to give the fig- 
ures another boost, but the more conserva- 
tive Aldermen decided that the city was 
getting enough money. The discussion served 
the purpose of bringing out some additional 
“intimations"’ regarding “‘ real estate deals."’ 

“It’s surprising to me that there are any 
alleys left on the West Side,’’ said Alderman 
MelInerney. ‘‘ About the time I make up 
my mind that thereare no more left in comes 
another ordinance vacating some more.” 
Alderman McInerney wanted the price 
raised to $25,000. 

, “Iam tired of having vacation ordinances 
for West Side alleys passed in the ‘ omni- 
bus,’ anyway,”’ he said. 

* Name one that was passed that way,” 
said Alderman Fowler, chairman of the 
West Side committee. 

“O, everybody knows about them,” he 
replied. 

‘**Name one. Just name one."’ 

Other Aldermen joined in and named the 
Kinley vacation ordinance and others. The 
Council finally subsided and voted down the 
proposition to increase the price. 

After Alderman Minwegen had stated that 
the city was getting a fair price for its rights, 
and after Alderman Eidmann had read the 
statements of real estate experts showing 
that the bargain was an especially good 
one, the Council passed the ordinance. 

The Crane alley vacation outcry grew out 
of the Lumber and Fisk street deal. Alder- 
man Brenner attained “ red hot stove "’ fame 
in the former episode. 

The vacation affects a part of Lumber 
street lying between the Mason canal and 
the Allen canal, and a part of Fisk street 
adjacent to Lumber street. 


“‘ High Compensation ” Voted Down. 

Another attempt of the Council to fix high 
compensation was defeated by Alderman 
Jackson principally. Alderman Smulski 
wanted to charge Butler Bros. $1,000 a year 
for the privilege of running a seventeen-foot 
tunnel across Randolph street, connecting 
their two stores. The committee report was 
for $120 a month, but the Council finally de- 
cided that $300 a year was enough, it being 
claimed that the tactics of the “ high com- 
pensation ’’ men was equivalent to a hold- 
up’ game and that it was “ throttling com- 
mercial enterprise.’’ 

Alderman Palmer introduced a resolution 
providing for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to report on the advisability of having 
a pumping station in the down-town district, 
The city is to lay a larger water main 
through the business district to give high 
pressure in case of fires. It is the intention 
to have this meet the river at Harrison 
street so that the fireboats may furnish the 
pressure. Alderman Palmer's contention is 
that a pumping station for this purpose 
would furnish more adequate means of main- 
taining a high pressure. 


Fear Gas Company Employes. 

A number of residents near Thirtieth 
street and Archer avenue sent a petition in 
which it was alleged that the Universal Gas 
company is employing “‘ incompetent men” 
and supplying them with ‘ unlimited 
amounts of whisky and beer "’ to the “ great 
danger of residents.’”’ [t was referred to the 
Gas, Oil, and Electric Light committee. 


Other Business, 

Alderman Eildmann hed passed an order 
requiring the Corporation Counsel to givean 
opinion as to the city’s rights to force ithe 
traction companies to charge children be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 12 years half fare. 
Mr. Eidmann said that the South Side com- 
panies made this rule, but that the West 
and North Sides traction lines charged five 
cents, without regard to age. 

Because the residents of Larrabee street, 
north of Webster avenue, claim that the 
name of the street hurts the value of their 
property its name was changed to Hamilton 
court. The ordinance affects only two 
blocks of the street, the section north of 
these two blocks being known now by that 
name. A number of ordinances changing 
the names of streets and courts near Forty- 
first avenue were vetoed by the Mayor. 

Charles E. Price, Liberal leader in Bdin- 
burg, was one of the guests at the Council 
session. 


USED STONE PILLOW 50 YEARS. 


Bishop Taylor of Palo Alto, Cal., Said 
to Have Carried One with Him | 
in His Travels. 


Baltimore, Md., May 19.—[Special.}—It is 
said here that Bishop Taylor of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, who died yesterday at 
Palo Alto, Cal., had for over half a century 
slept with his head pillowed upon a stone. 
He generally carried the stone in a satchel 
and always laid his head upon it at night 
wherever he was, thus literally carrying 
out, the words of the hymn, “ My rest a 
stone.” -The Rev. Mr. Smith of this city says 
that on one occasion the Bishop visited him 
when the temperature was far below zero 
and that the Bishop slept in the room with 
all the windows thrown up and with his 
head on the stone. It is said that this mode 
of life accounted for his wonderful physical 
endurance.

STATE ENCAMPMENT WILL BE 


Scale Upon Which Last Year’s Gather- 
ing at Sprin ld Was Conducted 
Left Treasury Almost Empty—Staff 
Mounts and Other Costly Ornaments 


Deficit May Be Met in Part on July 
First. 


Springfield, Ill,, May 19.—[Special.]—When 
the fiscal year ends, on June 30, the Illinois 
National Guard will have a deficit of $78,000. 
It is admitted In the Adjutant General's 
office that the National Guard will be in 
debt to that extent, and the chances are that 
the shortage will be closer to $100,000 than 
$80,000. 

When the fiscal year began the National 
Guard had an appropriation of $205,000 for 
the year. With the exception of $426 the 
big appropriation has been expended, and 
the $426 is all the money that is available 
in the guard funds with which to pay $78,000 
worth of debts that are due in less than forty- 
five days. 

Adjutant General James B. Smith recent- 
ly hae been appointed to the place, and while 
he knows that the deficit will exist in a few 
days, he does not go into an explanation of if. 
The last encampment of the Illinois Nationa! 
Guard was an exceptionally expensive af- 
fair. Guests were entertained by the hun- 
dreds, and besides the administration has. 
place@ on the pay rolls of the guard a num- 
ber of Sangamon County men to whom the 
arts of war are unfamiliar. 


Civilian Pay Roll High. 

The civilian pay roll alone for the last 
National Guard encampment amounted to 
$9,772. At the former encampment, when 
John R. Tanner was Governor, the civilian 
pay roll amounted to $6,475, or $3,306 less 
than what it cost under the Yates’ régime. 

On July 1 the new fiscal year begins and 
with it comes another $205,000. It is said 
that retrenchments are to be made in every 
line, and that it will be the duty of the new 
Adjutant General to cut expenses down suffi- 
ciently to make up the deficit now about 
to be faced. : 

As a part of the retrenchment process, it 
is understood, the First Illjnois Cavalry will 
come to camp this year without horses. 
In that way a few thousand dollars will 
be saved. So if Colonel Young's Rough 
Riders are to have chargers and do other 
spectaculars stunts usually done by a cav- 
alry regiment while on a week's encamp- 
ment, the thrilling evolutions will have to 
be performed on broom-sticks or some other 
substitute for horses. 

There will be plenty of horses, however, 
at the coming encampment for the Staff 
Colonels, no matter what other expenses 
are hewed down. 


Staff an Expensive Affair. 


When the encampment was concluded last 
year Emanuel Salzenstein, a local livery- 
man, received $10,609 for horses furnished 
to the camp. Many of;these animals were 
used at general headquarters by the staff 
Colonels. A portion of the bill was for livery 
hire, and for conveying staff Colonels and 
distinguished guests from depot to camp, 
camp. to depot, and on whatever other trips 
they were forced to make during their stay 
here. 

The exact amount saved by cutting off 
the cavalry horses is estimated at $7,000. 
year Colonel E. J. Dimmick of Chi- 
cago, who was then range officer at Camp 
Logan at $100 a month, was breught to Camp 
Lincoln, where for two months his name ap- 
pears on the pay roll as “ Dimmick, E. J., 
Colonel and Inspector of Rifle Practice, range 
officer, $125."" He will be left out. 

Whether Arthur Galligar of Decatur will 
be needed this year at $100 per monthasa 
clerk has not been determined. Galligarisa 
candidate for the Legisiature in his district. 
The chances favor his $100 a month at the 
coming encampment if he wants it. 


Other Costly Ornaments. 

Last year Captain F. W. Barber, with 
a national guard paper, was put on the pay 
roll for $80 for one month. He was &atis- 
fied. Nathan Northcott of Greenville,’son 
of the Lieutenant Governor, was on the 
pay roll in the Reloading department at 
$45 a month. 

There were cooks, first, second, and third 
assistant cooks; head waiters and waiters, 
policemen, laborers, teamsters, watchmen, 
and office men galore on the pay rolls last 
year. Most of them were local politicians 
of importance about their wards and pre- 
cinct, but according to the word that has 
already gone out, there will be little for 
this class at the coming encampment.

GIVES LIFE FOR GOLDFISH 


UNENOWN BOY DROWNS IN THE 
LINCOLN PARK LAGOON. 


Well-Dressed Child, Whose Identity 
Is a Mystery, Reaches Inte the Wa- 
ter te Catch One of the Yellow Shin- 
ers, Loses His Balance, and Falis— 
Policeman Makes Plucky Effort to 
Rescue, but to No Avail—Police Won- 
der as to Parents. | 


An effort to catch a goldfish tn the Lincoln 

Park lagoon cost the life yesterday afternoon 
of a well-dressed boy whose identity had not 
been revealed up to a late hour last night. 
_ The boy, who had light hair and blue eyes, 
apparently was about 10 years old. He wore 
lace collar and cuffs, a red silk tie, gray 
knickerbockers, and a blue cap. 

The police are confident that identifica- 
tion is a question of only a short time. They 
are surprised that the boy was not reported 
as missing last night. 

The drowning was witnessed by another 
boy, whose name the police did not learn. 
The first that was known of the accident 
was when the second boy, breathless and 
badly frightened, ran up to Park Policeman 
Langlois. 

** A boy just fell into the water over there,” 
he exclaimed, pointing toward the lagoon. 
“He was reaching after a goldfish and he 
tumbled in.’”’ 


Policeman Tries to Save. 


Langlois, who until a short time ago was 
a life saver at the South Chicago station, 
did not stop to question the boy but ran at 
once to the lagoon. The water was undis- 
turbed and there was nothing to indicate 
where the child had sunk. 

The policeman ran up and down the banks 
of the pond, stopping every few feet to 
peer into the water. At length he saw a 
dark mass at the bbttom some distance out 
and in an instant he was diving toward it. 

Before Langlois reached the surface Park 
Policeman Wilson, who had witnessed the 
plunge, ran up and stood prepared to give 
aid. None was needed, for a second later 
Langlois reappeared and reported that he 
had found only a bunch of moss. 

Langolis crawled out on the bank and the 
two policemen circled the lagoon in an effort 
to catch sight of the boy's body. A number 
of times Langlois jumped into the water, 
but failed to locate the’ child. 


Drag Lagoon; Crowd Watches. 


Finally the two men, realizing that the boy 
must be past resuscitation, abandoned their 
diving and began the less expedient but 
more certain process of dragging the lagoon. 
By this time a big crowd had gathered, and 
several hundred persons were present a few 
minutes later when the boy’s body was 
brought to the surface in the middle of the 
pond. 

No one in the crowd could identify the 
body, and it was taken to Bentley’s under- 
taking rooms, 238 Lincoln avenue. Here it 
was viewed by a large number of persons, 
none of whom could throw any light on the 
child's identity. 

The boy's clothes and appearance led the 
police to believe that his parents are of some 
consequence, but they cannot understand 
why the child was not reported missing as 
the evening wore on. 


Another Boy Fisher Drowns. 


Another drowning had for its victim Edwin 
Smith, the 6-year-old son of Harry Smith of 
Blue Island. The boy met death in Stony 
Creek, which flows through thesuburb. The 
child, with a number of companions, was 
fishing from the dam which confines the 
water of the creek. As he attempted to land 
a small fish he leaned forward, lost his bal- 
ance, and fell into the stream. Young 
Smith's companions were unable to swim 
and before assistance arrived the boy 
drowned.

* Suicide Follows a Jest. 


The incidents leading up to the suicide of 
Pollock were particulariy dramatic. The 
acountant reached the offices of the Kimabll 
company shortly after 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, apparently in good spirits. Soon after 
Roy D. Holcomb another accountant, hand- 
ed him a tel bearing on a business 
matter, and asked for instructions. Pollock 
took the message, held it to the light, but 
apparently could not read it. Removing his 
glasses, he wiped them, then tried again. 
After some trouble he deciphered the mes- 
sage, then made a memorandum on a pad, 
and left his desk. rn 

Walking over to the cashier’s cage, he went 
inside. 

“ Here is a new story I heard last night,”’ 
he said, as he proceeded to relate the anec-. 
dote. 

The cashier kept on at his work and did not 
notice that Pollock slipped his hand below 
the money drawer and took the revolver 
which was kept there ready for an ,.emer- 
gency. Pollock finished his story, laughed 
with the cashier, and walked out into the 
hall. 

A moment later a number of young women 
who were going up-stairs to Kimball Hall 
heard a shot. They screamed and the em- 
ployés of the Kimball company ran into the 
hallway. The door of an untenanted room, | 
sometimes used for the storage of pianos, 
was partly open, and just inside lay the body 
of Pollock. He had placed the revolver in 
his mouth and fired. The weapon lay near 
him and a foot away from his head wasthe 
pen which had fallen from behind his ear. 


Fear of Losing Sight. 


At the inquest held in the afternoon Pol- 
lock’s fellow-workers testified he had suf- 
fered from headaches, which seemed to in- 
crease in severity during the last few weeks, 
and that these had affected his eyesight. 

Frank L. Pollock, a brother, said that the 
accountant had been despondent recently | 
and often spoke of his fear that he might be- 
come totally blind. . 

I. P. Ismay, father of Mrs. Potiock, said his. 
son-in-law was happy in his home life and 
was particularly fond of his wife and baby 


boy. 
Pollock lived at 2804 North Hoyne avenue, | 


Ravenswood. He carried two life insurance 
policies for. $5,000 each, and is supposed to 
have had considerable cash and property.

TWO KINDS OF SUNDAY. 

.Among people who observe the first day 
of the week as a day uniquely different from 
other days there are at least two distinet 
theories. The divergence between these 
theories makes itself felt even in nomen- 
clature. When a man talks about the 
“Sabbath,” one may usually infer that 
he is proceeding upon the theory that God 
demands a seventh of his time and has by 
revelation fixed the day upon which that 
time is to be rendered up to him. Any at- 
tention to secular affairs on that day is, 
therefore, in the nature of an impertinence 
offered to the Deity. It is a defiance of 
the divine will. When, on the contrary, 
a man talks simply about “ Sunday,” and 
says nothing about the “ Sabbath,” one 
may usually conclude that he bases his ob- 
servance of the day on his need of rest rather 
than on God’s determination to make him 
rest. He believes that the Christian church 
has chosen to have its services on Sunday 
out of regard for the resurrection of Jesus; 
and that whatever else one may choose 
to do on Sunday is, like the choiee of the 
church in the matter of its services, a thing 
to be determined by reason and not by rule. 

These two different’points of view ap- 
pear clearly in almost any discussion of 
the question. A few weeks ago the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature passed a bill legalizing 
the Sunday sale of ice cream, soda water, 
and confectionery by druggists and news- 
dealers. The Hampden County Conference 
of Congregational Churches thought that 
“this opened the door still wider to the

A YEAR OF DISASTERS.  . 

“ One woe doth tread upon another’s heel, 
so fast they follow.” Public interest in the 
recent disasters among the West Indian 
Islands has hardly begun to abate before 
reports come of others which, but for the 
exceptional magnitude of the former, would 
be regarded as unusudél in their fatality. 
The cyclone which struck the litth Town 
of Goliad, Tex., on Sunday only near- 
ly destroyed the place bat in ite wake 
ninety dead and over one hundred injured 
—an unusual cyclone record for a single 
locality. The mine explosion at Coal Creek, 
Tenn., is the worst of the year, not one 
of the one hundred and fifty men employed 
in the mine escaping. Simultaneously with 
these events comes the news of a terrible 


hurricane which has swept over the Province 


of Scinde, in British India, carrying away 
houses, bridges, and embankments, and 
washing away miles of railroad tracks. The 
few words, “many lives were lost,” are 
significant. 


. The prophets who predicted that 1902 


would be a year of disasters were correct. 
They have been in the habit of uttering 
these prophecies year after year. without 
result, but this year they have been veri- 
fied, though but five months have passed. 
If one only prophesies patiently and per- 
sistently he will assuredly be right, as the 
almanac in the country inn which had the 
legend, “ About this time expect rain.” 
Nature has not been so busy with her forces 
of devastation for many years past as she 
has been during the first five monthe of 
the present year. Volcanic eruptions and 
earthquakes have destroyed 48,450 lives, 
storms 704, tornadges 416, cyclones 220, 
floods 333, avalanches 228, tidal waves 103. 
snow slides 39, and water spouts 12, a total 
of 50,508 lives destroyed by nature’s ele- 
mental disturbances. If to this total? were 
added the lives lost by agencies over which 
man has more or less control, such as fires, 
mine disasters, explosions, railroad acci- 


dents, and vessel wrecks, would be in- 
creased to over 60,000, and this takes no 


account of individual lives lost in this coun- 
try, which would bring the grand total up 
to about 100,000 lives lost in the short 
period of five months. 

In the presence of these great natural 
convulsions man is powerless and probably 
always will be. As to the dicsasters oc 
casioned by human ignorance or careless- 
ness or neglect the despair of the situa- 
tion is that the catastrophe of today is a 
sensation for the day and tomorrow is gen- 
erally forgotten. It has its lesson, but it 
is not often read. Even if read it is rarely 
heeded. 


A FLORAL SUGGESTION. 

The interest in gardening that received 
such an impetus last season has not been 
allowed to flag, for gardeners belong to the 
perennials and when once planted they will 
come up each year of their own accord, and 
gardening is like virtue, it brings its own 
reward. Those who have once tasted of 
these out-of-door delights are loath to ex- 
change them for the more artificial pleasures 
to be obtained within walls. 

It would be well if some philanthropist 
of floral tastes would start a summer flower 
show the proceeds of which might go to 
charity and the flowers from which, after 
they had served their turn at such an ex- 
hibition, might cheer the hearts of hospital 
patients. We have flower shows of hot- 
house blooms, and why should not the peony 
and the petunia and other garden flowers 


: publicly exhibit their charms? There is an 


amiable rivalry among flower-growers in 
regard to those two popular favorites, the 
sweet pea and nasturtium, and a public 
contest might decide their differences and 
give a certain piquancy to the cultivation of 
these easy growers. Flower shows of an 
extensive kind are common in England, and 
even Huxley,, who took an intense delight 
in gardening during his last years, was per- 
suaded to compete for a prize, and he writes 
jestingly to a friend: “ Wait till I cut you 
out at the Horticultural.” Americans are 
not behind the English in a desire to “ cut 
out” their neighbors, but they certainly 
are in their horticultural opportunities for 
such rivalry. 


THE VANISHED REBATES. 

When Sydney Myers, the President of 
the Bee Hive Savings Bank, was asked 
by his indignant depositors what had be- 
come of their money he said it had gone 
down a hole, 
them, but only a little money was found 
in it. The city authorities may make the 
same answer to the property-owners, who 
are asking about the whereabouts of the 
$1,850,000 due themas rebates on special 
assessments made prior to 1897. Their 
money has gone down a hole in which can 
be found only $50,000 out of the large sum 
poured down it. 

*There is no uncertainty as to the use 
which was made of the money which has 
disappeared: It was spent for municipal 
purposes. It was “ borrowed” to make 
good deficiencies in the Fire, Police, and 
other departments. ‘While the city has 
unlawfully diverted *to its own uses*trust 
funds which were in its keeping, it can- 
not be held to account for something which 
in a private individual would be called em- 
bezzlement. If one wishes to be dishonest 
without danger one should become a mu- 
nicipality. The Corporation Counsel, who 
is thoroughly familiar with municipal law, 
says the Council cannot legally make an 


illegal manner—even though spent for the 
city—and@ that all the men whose rebates 
have been spent can do is to sue the former 
city officials who allowed trust funds to be 
used improperly. 

There is no comfort in this opinion for 
the men to whom $1,850,000 is owing. It 
will be extremely difficult for a person en- 
tithed to a rebate to point out the particular 
official or officials who consented to the 
illegal use of his money. Even if he could 
produce the necessary evidence, it is doubt- 
ful whether he could recover, A_ snit 
would.simply mean the loss of more money.

For 
many, days, now,’ the kosher shops on the 
East Side have been carefully picketed, and 
all possible efforts have been made to dis-’ 
courage prospective purchasers. Women 
have been intimidated by women. The ko- 
sher dealers have been obliged to sell their. 
meat to sausage factories. Trade has been. 
actuaily—and not, as is often the case, theo- 
retically—thrown out of gear by a combina- 
tion among consumers. 

Finally there has been organized a society 
which bears the stupendous name of “ The 
Anti-Beet Trust association.” 
This society has appointed organizers and 
has established a propaganda. It will en- 
‘deavor to create a local sentiment which will 
make the meat business unprofitable until 
prices come down. It will also take steps 
toward the formation of codperative socie- 
ties which will handle meat for the benefit, 
financial as well as physical, of those persons 
who eat the meat. One is reminded of the 
first modern codperative society on record, 
the flour mill in Hull, England, when the 
“poor inhabitants” of Hull petitioned the 
corporation of the town that “in conse- 
quence of the exorbitant price of flour,” 
and in order to protect themselves from the 
“ invasions of covetous and merciless men,” 
they might be allowed to “ enter into a sub- 
scription for the purpose of building a mill 
which fs to be the subscribers’ and their 
heirs’ forever, to provide them with flour.” 
This was in 1795. The price-raising trust 
idea is not in every respect new. 

What gives the present movement strength 
is the character of the people engaged fn it. 
The Jews have a genius for resistance. 
They showed that at thé siege of Jerusalem. 
They have shown it many timessince. As 
the writer of the book of the Kings says, 
they can “harden their necks like to the 
necks of their fathers.” The stubbornness of 
the Teuton is sweet reasonableness com- 
pared with the stubbornness of the Hebrew. 
In this case stubbornness is not unnecessary. 
He who fights the beef trust must be pre- 
pared to contemplate the last ditch. It will 
be interesting to see what “ The Women’s 
Anti-Beef Trust association” can accom- 
plish. It will be hoped that it may accom- 
plish a great deal.

Ts are threé varieties of setters— 


_English (white, with black, tan, or- 
arige, etc,, markings), Irish (red or red 
and white), and Gordon (black and 
tan). ~ 

The ‘setter was used in the sixteenth cen- 
tury to assist In taking game with nets, when 
‘it was called the “sitter” or because 
it crouched down. Even earlier than this a 
dog, presumably the setter, was trained to 
flUush game, which -was then killed by fal- 
cons. Albrecht Durer (d. 1528) painted a set- 
ter of the modern English form. If a man 
was not a property-owner,in the time of 
James I, he could not keep a“ setter ’’ dog. 
. In America the’ Bnglish setter is the fa- 
vorite -hunting. dog. It is one of the hand- 
somest and most.eaé@ily trained of sporting 
dogs. It is supposed to range wider and re- 
tain its. knowledge better than any other 
dog trained tovhunt birds. It is good tem- 
pered and kindly; is easily trained to shoot 
over and retrieve. 
‘ While the aim of the breeder has been to 
improve the type, in recent years there has 
been. much controversy over the show bench 
standard. This has resulted in the forma- 
tion of two English setter clubs with differ- 
ent standards, but neither. of these stan- 
dards seems to. fit the’ champion field tria! 
dogs of today. 

Mr. Edward Laverack made the first im- 
portant efforts. to improve the English set- 
ter.. He originated. the breed called after 
him. The pure Laveérack is now practically 
extinct. .The. Laveracks, after having 
been inbred for some fifty years, were 
» crossed on the progeny of two dogs called 
‘Duke and Rhoebe, and.a- dog called Kate, 
by Mr. Purcell Llewellin, who thus origin- 
ated the modern Liewellin breed of English 
setters. - Liewellin's Dan, whose picture is 
given in this issue of THE TRIBUNE, is by 
‘Duke,’ out of Rhoebe, and was whelped in 
1869. His name is found in the pedigree of 
nearly every English setter in America. Mr. 
‘Tiewellin* bought him and his brother and 
‘gister (Dick and Dora) when he saw how 
‘well the Duke-Rhoebe blood mixed with the 
Laverack.. At Shrewsbury, England, in 
1871, Dan, while the property of his breeder, 
Mr. Statter, won. the first Bradford Stake, 
the first Brace Stake with his brother Dick, 
and the Championship Stake. An injury 
prevented his being entered in trials after 
one year. He was a graceful dog, and went 
at his work with great courage.and enthusi- 
asm, which qualities he transmitted to his 
progeny, notably champions Gladstone and 
Leicester. 

The points of a setter, although not fully 
agreed upon, are as follows: Head, promli- 
nent occipital bone (back of head), narrow 
between ears, decided brow over the eyes, 
good width of forehead, nose large, wide, and 
without fullness under the eye, and four 
inches from inner corner of eye to tip of 
nose; nostrils wide apart, with large open- 
ings, and moist, cool ends. Dark dogs have 
dark noses; orange and white, or lemon and 
white, colored nose, but not spotted; jaws of 
equal length; ears, six inches long, soft, thin, 
and close to head, partly clothed with silky 
hair; lips, not pendulous, as in the pointer; 
eyes, and of good size, and dark 
brown; neck, slightly arched, and not 
throaty; shoulders should show freedom of 
movement; sloping, deep shoulder blades, 
elbows well let down; chest deep rather than 
wide; ribs well sprung behind the shoulders; 
legs straight; strong, broad knees; loin may 
be arched, but not “ roached”’ or wheel 
backed’; stifles well bent and set wide 
apart. Feet should be thick and well cov- 
ered with hair for protection. The tail 
should have a gentle downward curve, 
feather of straight hair, short at root of tall, 
then longer and tapering off to the tip of the 
tail. The coat should be soft and silky. 

English setters from 12 to 15 months old 
have brought $1,000; Gladstone, son of Dan, 
and Roderigo and Count Noble were worth 
$5,000; champion Dido II. was catalogued at

: H® Infanta Beatrice of Spain, who at- 
tempted to commit suicide the other 
day by throwing herself into the Tiber, 
has left Rome with her husband, Don 
Fabrizio Massimo, Prince of Roviano, 

for Tivoli, where, in the words of the Mas- 

simo family, it is expected that the Infanta 
will “recover the calm which for a moment 

abandoned her.’”’ The young Massimos have a 

villa there, and certainly if there is anything 

calculated to restore peace of mind to the 
young couple it is the spot where they spent 
their honeymoon together. 

The sensational attempt of the Infanta to 
take her life is now ascertained to have been 
prompted’by the discovery that her husband 
was still infatuated by the beauty of that 
young girl, the daughter of an architect of 
the name of Canivaro, whom he endeavore@ 
in. vain to marry before his people arranged 
for him the matrimonial alliance with the 
royal daughter of Don Carlos. Don Fabrizio, 
who, like the other members of his family, is 
rather homely, fell deeply in love some years 
ago with Canivaro’s daughter, and fre- 
quented the Canivago house until the father, 
a thoroughly respectable and well-to-do man, 
realizing that the yeung fellow’s parents 
would never permit him to wed the girl, 
forbade him the house, The girl, unbeknown 
to her father, followed her lover, and the 
latter, fearing that she would be compro- 
mised by this flight, took her to a convent, 
where the good nuns, much scandalized, re- 
fused to take her in. Don Fabrizio then tried 
to induce her to return to her father. But 
she declared that she would throw herself 
into the river rather than do so, and accord- 
ingly he took her to a hotel, placed her in 
care of the proprietress, left her at the 
door, and thereupon went to inform his 
mother and subsequently his father of the 
predicament in which he found himself. 

Old Prince Massimo was extremely indignant 
and forbade any further communication with 
the girl, but was induced to relent by his 
wife, a devout and pious woman, who de- 
clared that since the young people had acted 
honorably throughout the matter and their 
happiness was at stake the match should be 
sanctioned, provided the girl consented to 
undergo a period of probation in a convent, 
Don Fabrizio meanwhile traveling abroad, 
This was agreed to by the parents of both 
the young nobleman and of the girl. 

In course of time the probationary period

ted to work more than eight hours in any 
one calendar day: and each and every con- 
tract shall stipulate a penalty for each vio- 
lation of the provision directed by this act 
of $5 for each laborer or mechanic, for each 
and every calendar day in which he shall 
labor more than eight hours; and any officer 
or person designated as inspector of the 
work to be performed under any such con- 
tract, or to ald in enforcing the fulfillment 
thereof, shall. upon observation and investi- 
gation, report to the proper officer of the 
United States or any Territory or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia all violations of the pro- 
visions in this act directed to be made in 
each and every such contract, and the

The army appropriation bill 
contains anepparently innocent clause to the 
effect that “no enlisted mam of the army 
who has passed the examination for promo- 
tion shall be commissioned or appointed as 
an officer until he shall have taken such a 
course of instruction as the President may 
deem necessary to determine his fitness for 
the grade of Second Lieutenant.” 

This provision evidently escaped the vigil- 
ance of the Senate, and is apt to be passed 
over as unimportant by the conferees. It is, 
nevertheless, of Vital interest to the young 
men who enter the army with the hope of 
obtaining commissions and those other sol- 
diers who by virtue of their honorable and 
efficient service expect to become officers. 

This clause amounts to the breaking of the 
contract made by the government with en- 
listed men who have, under existing law, 
been led to believe that with certain reason- 
able restrictions, they could attain commis- 
sions in the army. 

The addition of this course of instruction 
adds a restriction which probably will de- 
feat the ambitions of many worthy young 
men who have become soldiers with the 
prospect of reaching a commissioned grade. 
This provision is an unfair and unnecessary 
one, and its position in the army appropria- 
tion bill is, to put it mildly, a peculiar at-

GAPT.P.C. DEMING IS F 


SUPREME COURT DECIDES IN FA- 
VOR OF VOLUNTEER OFFICER. — 


Holds That Member of That Branch of 
Service Cannot Legally Be Tried by’ 
Court-Martial Composed Entirely of: 
Regulars — Ruling Releases Seven 
Prisoners at Fort Leavenworth—

Washington, D. C., May 19.—In an opinion 
delivered today by Justice Peckham the 
United States Supreme Court decided the 
case of Captain Peter C. Deming in that offi- 
cer’s favor. The case involved the right of 
a court-martial composed entirely of officers 
of the regular army to pass upon a case in- 
volving the rights of a volunteer officer. 
The effect of the opinion is ghat.such a trial 
is illegal. | 

Justice Peckham reviewed briefly the cir- 
cumstances of the case, saying that Deming 
had pleaded guilty to the charge of embez- 
zlement and of other conduct unbecoming 
an officer during his trial, and that the court- 

lal had been ordered by the Major Gen- 
era] in command; that he had been found 
guilty and sentenced to dismissal from the 
army and to imprisonment, 
Reviews Deming Case. 

He then told how Deming had been im- 
prisoned at Fort Leavenworth and had sued 
out a writ of habeas corpus to the United 
States District Court of Kansas on the 
ground that the members of the court were 
the representatives of ‘“‘ other forces,’’ con- 
trary to the requirement of the articles of 
war, and asking for a discharge. That court’ 
refused to grant the discharge. 

In delivering his opinion Justice Peckham 
said: ‘* We hold that the court-martial was 
a wholly illegal body and that it had no 
jurisdiction whatever.’’ The Chief Justice 
and Justice McKenna dissented and Justices 
Gray and Brewer took no part in the case. 


Affects Seven at Leavenworth. 

Leavenworth, Kas., May 19.—[Special.]— 
The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court affirming the judgment of the lower 
courts in the Captain Peter C. Deming ha- 
beas corpus case will result in releasing 
seven prisoners from the federal peniten- 
tiary at Fort Leavenworth. Four of them, 
Captain Deming, Captain M. J. Spellman, 
Captain J. C. Reid, and Lieutenant Delbert 
Jones, are out of prison now on bonds. 

All of these were volunteer officers con- 
victed by boards containing regular army 
officers, and the three last named spent only 
a few days in prison. Three privates, Joseph

ROOSEVEL? 18 QUOTED: 


PRESBYTERIANS AT CELEBRA- 
TION APPLY HIS WORDS. 


Dr, Niccolis of St. Louis Traces History 
of Presbyterian Progress in Missis- 
sippi Valley Since Early Days—De- 
clares Old Creed Was Good Enough 
for Men Who Did Greatest Work of 
Missions in That Region. 


New York, May 19.—[Special.]~—The Rev. 
Dr. Samuel J. Niccolls of St. Louis in the 
home mission celebration of the Presby- 
terilan General Assembly today traced what 
he called the leading of Providence in the 
work of bringing the Mississippi Valley into 
settlement by children of the reformation. 

The territory had been taken by La Salle 
for France and the Roman Catholic Church, 
and it was guarded for 100 years by the 
Jesuits at Fort Duquesne and New Orleans, 
he said, but the nation that permitted gt. 
Bartholomew's massacre and the driving 
from its limits of the Huguenots was not 
the nation to hold the treasures of the new 
world. Entrance to the valley was by the 
Alleghenies into Kentucky and Tennessee, 
and the men who made that entrance were 
Scotch-Irish Preabyterians. This entrance 
had greater efféct upon the world than had 
all the wars of Europe and America in the 
last century. 


Quotes from Roosevelt. 


Speakers at all religious gatherings this 
spring are quoting from President Roose- 
velt. It seems to be the fashion. The Rev. 
Dr. Niccolls quoted from Roosevelt's “ Win- 
ning of the West ”’ to show that those Scotch- 
Irish: did almost everything worth men- 
tioning. He traced the history of early Chi- 
cago and of other cities in the valley, and 
declared that nobody dared say what the 
West would be without the missionary. He 
used as a type the Rev. Agarus Kent, the 
Presbyterian missionary who went to work 
among the miners of Galena when Chicago 
was not even a name and when the Rev. 
Jeremiah Porter had not begun at Fort 
Dearborn. He pointed out that those mis- 
sionaries’ Impress was upon the entire city 
and upon all of Illinois. Not only so, but 
Dr. Porter founded three colleges, two sem- 
iharies for girls, raised twelve orphan chil- 
dren in his family, and helped nine men into 
the ministry, and he never received a salary 
above $600 a year. 

Speaking of creed revision, Dr. Niccolls 
said he feared it was defective vision that 
demands a theology in new terms, for more 
probably it is a new theology as well that 
is wanted. The old theology supported such 
missionaries as Kent and Porter. He de- 
clared the loss Presbyterians suffered in 
the West was because of divisions into old 
school and new school, but said the monu- 
ments of the missionaries are church spires, 
schools and colleges, and reclaimed cities. 


Other Speakers Heard. 


Other speakers were the Rev. Dr. Henry C. 
McCook of Philadelphia, whose only ap- 
plause was secured when he scored Episco- 
palians and the Rev. E. P. Hill of Portland, 
who described missionary work on the Pa- 
cific coast. Home missions will occupy, the 
time of the assembly tomorrow with a visit 
from President Roosevelt in the evening. 

At the morning business session of the as- 
sembly the reports of the standing commit- 
tees on missions, for freedom, and on edu- 
cation were presented, the former by the 
Rev. Dr. 8: A. Martin, Presidegt of Wilson 
College, Chambersburg, Pa., d the latter 
by the Rev. Dr. Russell A. McKinley of 
Steubenville, O., a’ cousin of the late Presi- 
dent. | 

The report on work among freedmen criti- 
cised the churches because of insufficient 
support, the statement being made that the 
work could not be extended as it should be for 
lack of funds. Exception to this was taken 
by the Rev. David Tully of Media, Pa., who 
said that as so many of the colored people 
of the South are in churches of other com- 
munions it is unfair to hold Presbyterians 
responsible for all the lack of mission effort 
in the South. 


Larger Contributions Asked. 


Dr. Tully’s exception was answered by 
several speakers, among them three colored 
ministers, and the report of the committee 
was adopted by the assembly with an amend- 
ment calling upon ‘the churches to increase 
their contributions to the work 50 per cent. 

Discussion of the subject was continued 
tonight at a popular meeting in the Interest 
of the Board of Missions for freedmen. held 
in the Fifth Avenue Church. The Rev. Dr. 
Henry T. MeClelland of Pittsburg, President 
of the board, presided, and a number of ad- 
dresses were made. 

At the close of the morning session the as- 
sembly accepted an invitation from the Al- 
bany Day line to take an excursion up the 
Hudson River in the afternoon of a week 
from today. The commissioners were enter- 
tained at luncheon today by the American 
Bible society at the Bible House.

For the first time since the start of the 
anti-Burke movement an open clash in the 
Executive committee of the Democratic 
County committee occurred yesterday.

The wards affected were: The Second, 
where the list of Street Cleaning Superin- 
tendent Solon was accepted over that of 
John J. McCarthy; the Fourteenth, where 
the Munger list wae taken in preference to 
the one of Roger Sullivan... The contests in 
the Twelfth and Twenty-sixth Wards were 
laid over until Friday.

MORE OF FULLER SCANDAL 


STATE WITNESS MISSING AND EX- 
POSE IS THREATENED. 


Case Against the Former South Town 
Collector Is Called and Lynch 
Wormley, Whose Testimony Is 
Wanted by the Prosecution, Cannot 

Be Found—Oil “Jobe” as an Induce- 
ment to Leave Chicago—Public Cash 
to Pay for Christmas Presents. 


Further charges that witnesses for the 
State are being tampered with were made 
yesterday, when former South Town Col- 
lector Harry H. Fuller and John 8S. Murray 
of the printing firm of Bentley, Murray & 
Co. were arraigned for trial in Judge Bren- 
tano’s court on the charge of conspiring to 

aud the South Town of $198. 

is is the amount of the taxpayers’ money 
which, it is charged, went to buy Christmas 
gifts purchased by Mrs. Fuller, who mas- 
queraded as Mrs. Murray, and paid for by 
Fuller out of the South Town funds as print- 
on bills due the firm of Bentley, Murray 

0. 

Lynch Wormley, who is said to have car- 
rie@ the $200 worth of purchases to Mrs. 
Fuller’s house, was missing when the case 
was called. Unless he presents himself in 
court this morning formal investigation will 
be made of the charges that Fuller's rela- 
tives and friends and the relatives of a prom- 
inent politician, recently deceased, have been 
seeking to spirit important witnesses out 
of Chicago. 

If this step is forced it is promised that 
full exposure will be made of the methods 
which are said to have been used to get 
Henry C. Hansen, a clerk in the offices of 
the printing ¢ompany, and Wormley, who 
gerved as clerk in the South Town offices, 
and other witnesses of importance to accept 
positions in the Texas oil flelde and flee 
Chicago. 

Threat of Sweeping Expose. 


“Tf we are forced to it we will make an 
exposé which will shake the entire South 
Town,” said Secretary Hoyt King of the 
Citizens’ association, which secured the evi- 
dence on which indictments were based. 
‘The matter will be followed to the end, and 
several prominent people may be involved.” 

The State won the first stcp in the case dur- 
ing the afternoon, when the motion of the 
attorneys for the defendants té quash the in- 
dictments was overruled. The technical ar- 
guments on which annulment of the indict- 
ments was asked were set aside by Judge 
Brentano after brief argument. Asa resuit 
if Wormley appears this morning the selec- 
tion of,a jury will begin and the State will 
push the trial to an end as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

Deputy Sheriffs were looking for the miss- 
ing witness last night. Wormley, who is a 
negro and has mixed up somewha: in poli- 
tics, formerly held citizenship in the First 
Ward by claiming residence at a law office 
at 105 Washington street. Latest reports 
give his address as somewhere in Englewood. 
He is credited with looking for a place on the 
Democratic County Commissioners’ ticket 
as the colored candidate to oppose John R. 
Marshall, who was named by the Repub- 
licans. Both Secretary King and Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barnes, who is handling 
the case, believe that Wormley is in the city 
and will appear this morning.

LOVE OPENS GUARDROUSE, 


MAKES SPORT OF MILITARY DIS- 
CIPLINE AT FORT. — 


Escape of Prisoners Laid to Visite of 
Their Sweethearts—Every Man Un- 
_ der Sentence Has One and She Hides 
a Suit of Citizen’s Clothes in the 
Woods for Him and Gives Him 
Money Enough to Get Away—Hard 
Problem to Solve. | 


In the frequent visits of sweethearts to the 
prisoners in the guardhouse the Fort Shert- 
dan authorities think they have discovered 
the agency through which so many men have 
been able to escape. The solution of this new 
problem, they admit, is the hardest task they 
have encountered. 

How does every prisoner get a sweetheart? 
How can the adjutant of the post refuse a 
pretty girl permission to see the man of her 
heart? These are questions which the offi- 
cers are called upon to answer. No solution 
of the problem has yet been offered, and it is 
feared that none will be found. 

Since the first of the year between twenty 
and thirty general prisoners, those who have 
been sentenced for two years or more, have 
escaped, and not one of them has been recap- 
tured. In many instances these escapes 
were made by daring dashes across an open 
space of seventy-five yards in-the face of a 
sentry armed with a repeating rifle, whose 
orders were to shoot straight. One man was 
hit, but got away in spite of his wound. 
Others overpowered their guard, while still 
others escaped in the crowds of visitors who 
flock to the post every Sunday afternoon. 


Orders to Sentries of No Effect. 


The officers of the Twenty-ninth Infantry 
left for the Philippines in March without 
having devised a way to keep these desperate 
men in custody, and when the Twentieth oc- 
cupied the post two weeks later Colonel Mc- 
Caskey and his staff found the problem 
awaiting them. New orders were issued to 
the effect that one sentry should be given 
care of not more than two prisoners at one 
time. In taking the prisoners to work the 
sentry was ordered to march in the center 
of the street, to keep away from the crowds, 
and the guard was doubled. Still the pris- 
oners managed to get away. = 

In almost every case the escaping prisoner 
found a suit of civilian’s clothes which had 
been hidden in the dense wood surrounding 
the reservation. Having exchanged his mili- 
tary garb for the less conspicuous garments, 
he was able to leave the place unnoticed 
while the soldiers were scou the country 
in search of him. 


Girls Furnish the Clothing. 


An investigation disclosed the fact that in 

nearly every case the civilian’s clothes were 
secreted in the woods by the prisoner's 
sweetheart. Having secured permission to 
visit the man in his cell, the girl planned the 
details of the escape. 

* As far as 1 know every prisoner in the 
guardhouse has a sweetheart,’’ said Adju- 
tant Dumham. ‘“‘ How: they get them is more 
than I can find out. A man cannot get too 
desperate to have a girl who is willing to 
buy him a suit of clothing. and give him 
money with which to get away. They must 
do this at a great sacrifice.”’ 

Rifle practice in which the regiment is now 
engaged is depended upon to cut down the 
number of escapes. The rules compelling a 
sentry to shoot under penalty of having to 
serve the unexpired term of the prisoner are 
to be more rigidly enforced. When the sen- 
tries have become proficient shots it is 
thought that many of the prisoners who try 
to escape will not be able to reach the woods 
where their sweethearts have hidden a suit 
of civilian’s clothing. .

Texas Town Converted Into 
Hospital, Where Wounded 
Are Being Cared For. 


PROPERTY LOSS IS HEAVY. 


Cloudbursts and Storms in Noi th- 
west Destroy Buildings and 
Other’ Property. 


Houston, Tex., May 19.—[{Special.J]—The 
storms which swept over Texas yesterday 
and which assurhed the severity of acyclone 
at Goliad, where 98 persons are dead and 108 
are injured, did considerable damage in other 
parts of the State. 


Other Places Suffer. 


The storm struck San Antonio and demol- 
ished property to the extent of $75,000 and 
injured several persons, none seriously. 

; Austin also suffered considerable property 
oss. 

Heavy rains fell throughout the western 
portation of the State and will help crops ma- 
terlally. The Panhandle especially was 
drenched. 

Goliad is now under military rule. The 
courthouse and residences are being used to 
shelter dead and care for the wounded. 


Search Ruins for Dead. 

Relief parties left this morning for the sur- 
rounding towns. The ruins were partially 
searched, but_no more bodies were found, 
Every house in the town is converted into a 
hospital and forty doctors are caring for the 
injured. 

There may be a few deaths, but the opinion 
of a majority of the physicians is that all 
will recover. 

The property damage ie heavy, as the first 
estimate did not take into accoun the num- 
ber of houses which were wrecked. Fully 
125 residences were blown to pieces or so 
badly damaged that they cannot be repaired. 
With the damage done in the country sur- 
rounding, the loss is now estimated at $100,- 


000. 
Governor Sayers Asks Aid. 
Governor Sayers today issued an appeal 
to the Mayors of all cities of 3,000 popula- 
tion and over in the State of Texas asking 
them to send food to Goliad and raise funds 
for the sufferers. 


Sheep Worth $1,000,000 Killed. 
Evanston, Wyo., May 19.—Snow which has 
been falling since Saturday night will cost 
Uintah County $1,000,000, as sheep and 
lambs are reported to be dying by thousands 
and sheep men estimate the loss in Uintah 
County will reach 200,000 head. 


Waterspout at Preston, Minn. 

La Crosse, Wis., May 19.—News reached 
here this morning from Preston, Minn., a few 
miles from here, on the Dubuque division of 
the Milwaukee road, that a waterspout 
struck a few miles from there last night, de- 
luging the country for miles around and 
causing the death by drowning of four peo- 
ple and the death of another by being struck 
by lightning, besides a great property loss. 


Killed by Wind and Lightning. 
Aberdeen, 8. D., May 19.—H. Tobiason, of 
Edmunds county, lost all his buildings in a 
wind-storm, and his son, aged about 4 
years, was killed. At Bloomer, Wis., Evel- 
ton Ganug was killed by lightning. 


FOUR CHILDREN DIE IN STORM. 


Are Swept Into River Near Forestville, 
Wis., by Wind, Which Wrecks 
‘ House and Barn. 


Forestville, Wis., May 19.—[Special.]—The 
four children of Michael Milbright, a farmer 
residing west of here, were swept into the 
river during the storm yesterday and 
drowned. Milbright’s house, barn. and all 
their contents were swept into the river and 
destroyed. The bodies of three of the chil- 
dren have been found, and the fourth one 
is still missing. 


PERMIT TAKEN OUT FOR THE 
BLACKSTONE LIBRARY. 


Work to Be Pushed on the $150,000 
Property Which Is to Be Donated to 
City—Continue War on Scorchers. 


A permit was secured yesterday by Mrs. 
T. B. Blackstone to erect at 4900-4 Lake 
avenue a building which is to be givcn to the 
The structure is 
to be one story high, and will be of stone, 
classic in architecture, and patterned on the 
interior after modern plans for libraries. 
The ground and structure, valued at about 
$150,000, will be donated by Mrs. Blackstone 
as soon as the building is completed. 

The proffer of the building was made sev- 
eral years ago, and some time ago a founda- 
tion was laid. The work of building the su- 
perstructure will be pushed, 

‘“ The building will be much better adapted 
for branch library purposes than the build- 
ings now in use by thecity,” said Mrs. Black- 
stone yesterday. “* It will be in keeping with 
the style of the main building.” 

The South Park Commissioners, Mayor 
Harrison, and City Electrician Eliott will 
hold a conference today to devise some fur- 
ther plan to prevent automobile scorching. 
It has been suggested that each machine in 
the city be numbered so that any violation of 
speed ordinances may be reported by citizens 
who observe the infraction. 

“Unless the fast driving stops,”’ said 
Mayor Harrison, “I shall recommend that 
an ordinance be passed which will not permit 
a machine to be geared higher than twelve or 
fifteen miles an hour. Then it will be impos- 
sible for an automobile owner to scorch. 

If the Legislature will change the law fix- 
ing the amount of the bond required of the 
City Treasurer, Mayor Harrison declares he 
would favor putting that office on a salary 
basis and giving the city the benefit of the 
interest which is taken by the Treasurer as 
his compensation. 

“On account of the great responsibilities 
which the Treasurer has I think the salary 
ought to be as high as $15,000 a year,’’ the 
Mayor said. “‘ Banks have been known to 
fail and for that reason the compensation 
should be reasonable. There should be a 
provision allowing the city to invest the 
money held in trust funds so that some re- 
turn could be obtained from it.”’ 

Five million dollars, together with a 
fair compensation payable annually, is what 
Alderman Smilski declares the City Council 
should demand from the Illinois Telephone 
and Telegraph company in return for con- 
cessions such as are asked in the ordinance 
now pending. He says he will make a fight 
on the floor of the Council to push'this de- 
mand.

School Existed on Earth—Dr. Milton 
8S. Terry’s Book, “Moses and the 
Prophets,” Reviewed and De- 
nounced — Author Declares He 
Stands By Every Statement in It. 


“ Higher ‘critics talk about the scientific 
explanation of the Bible. So much science 
makes me sick. There was science in hell 
before there was ever a biblical school] on 
earth.”” So said Dr. D. J. Holmes to the 
Methodist ministers yesterday, and most of 
them présent said “amen.” 

Dr. Holmes was reviewing the book, 
** Moses and the Prophets,’’ written by Dr. 
Milton 8. Terry of Garrett Biblical Institute, 
and incidentally scoring the church author- 
ities for permitting such teaching at Garrett. 


Critics Compared with Devils. 


** In some respects devils are more reliable 
than higher critics, because of their reputa- 
tion,”” continued the speaker. ‘* These fads 
and speculations of higher critics would vex 
many men if they considered them. It looks 
as if Dr. Terry was attempting to plow up the 
word of God with a four-horse team. Why, 
according to Dr. Terry, Jonah died 300 years 
before he wrote his book in the Old Testa- 
ment. 

** Jesus thought that Moses wrote the Pan- 
tateuch,, but it seems that, according to Dr. 
Terry, Moses did not. Christ refers to the 
prophecies made in the Pantateuch and says 
that Moses wrote of him, but Dr. Terry says 
that Moses did not write the five books. Can 
it~be that higher critics know more than 
Christ? In this and in other places the denial 
of the letter of the word of God makes higher 
criticism hypercriticism. Is this the kind of 


instruction that our young men at Garrett 


Biblical Institute receive? Where are the 
Bishops, the Presiding Elders, and the trus- 
tees of Garrett Biblical Institute? Are we 
all become dumb dogs who cannot protest 
against such teachings?’ 

‘Such questions cannot be settled in a 
town meeting,’’ said the Rev. A. W. Patten, 
Chaplain of Northwestern University. ‘‘ You 
have screamed at the scholarship of your 
church and turned a somersault before the 
scholars of the world.”’ 


Dr. Terry Stands Pat. 


After several calls for Dr. Terry he arose 
and said that he would not betray the trust 
imposed upon him, but that he held the opin- 
ions enunciated in his books, and would not 
recall them. He said that he had the right 
under the statement of the Bishops of the 
chureh reverently to investigate the scrip- 
tures, and that was all he had attempted to 


do. 

The discussion was only ended by the Rev. 
William E. Tilroe, who presided, declaring 
the meeting adjourned, while Bishop Merrill 
was on the floor attempting to speak. It was 
probably the largest Methodist ministers’ 
meeting for several months.

Philadelphia, Pa., May 19.—[Special.]—One 
of the most sensational boxing contests ever 
held in this: city, if not in the country, took 
place at Industrial Hall tonight, when Nor- 
man Selby, known to fame as “ Kid ". McCoy, 
narrowly escaped being knocked out at the 
hands of “ Kid” Carter_of Brooklyn. Six 
times McCoy was knocked down with fearful 
righthand smashes, and twice bell just 
saved him, while.the other fou es he was 
compelled to take the full count. 

It was the fastest six-round fight bet ween 
heavyweights, probably, on record, and for 
nearly five of the six rounds Industrial Hall 
held, a howling mob of humanity which 
yelled encouraging words to the staggering 
gladiators as they fought gamely for su- 
premacy.~ There was not much to choose be- 
tween Carter and McCoy when they shook 
hands for the bout. Carter was slightly the 
heavier, and McCoy nad the advantage of 
height and reach. 

McCoy began the ficht with straight left 
jabs, which found Carter’s mouth, and soon 
had the Brooklyn boy bleeding. It looked 
easy for McCoy, who seemed to put more 
steam to every blow. McCoy had no troubde 
reaching Carter, but the latter unbalanced 
his man with a te-rific right over the heart. 
McCoy came back with a stinging lef and 
righthand hook. 

McCoy went after Carter at the opening of 
the second round, and i: looked as though 
it would soon be over. McCoy fairly smoth- 
ered Carter with Ieft hooks. Near the end 
of the round Carter, bleeding and In apparent 
distress, went at his man to inake 1 rushing 
fight. McCoy m'!ved it up and got a fearful 
righthander on the jaw. He dropped to the 
floor, and, although he gamely tried to get 
up, he was powerless, anfl the bell sounded, 
saving him from defeat. _. 

McCoy started from his corner in the third 
round and Carter went straight after him. 
Although all but out, Me coy tried to fight 
back, but was too weak tc :!9o any damage. 
Three times Carter put him to the floor with 
rights to the jaw. the beil again saving him. 

Carter went after McCoy ugain in the 
fourth, but McCoy staggered him with a 
stiff uppercut, which blow he used to good 
advantage until near the end of the round, 
when Carter, bleeding from ci.ts on the eye 
and mouth, got home the right te jaw, stag- 
gering the “ Kid."’ . Another right put Mc- 
Coy down once more for the count, but he got 
up and clinched till the bell ended the round. 


The fifth found McCoy evasive and getting | 


home hiagavorite left jabs to the face. Near 
the end of the round another right from Car- 
ter staggered the Hoosier Kid. 

The sixth was a fast round, both fighting 
hard, Carter proving the stronger through- 
out. McCoy got the worst beating of his 
career, and proved a wonderfully game man 
under fire. Carter would have been awarded 
the decision if such things were allowed in

Olovine of Old Spreads and Making of 
New Ones All Tend to Wipe Out the 
July Premiams—Market in Hands of 
Professional Tradeéere—Corn Off on 
Liquidation Based on Fine Weather 
and Increased Country Sales—Other 
Pits, 


Operations in the wheat market were to a 
large extent monopolized by the spreaders 
in the making of new spreads and the undo- 
ing of old ones. The deferred futures were 
strong, the nearby weak. May arid July lost 
the latter selling from to 74%c, and 
rallying at the close to 74%4-%e September, 


gained %-\c, ruling 1c under the latter part of . 


the session, compared with 2c under at one 
time on Gaturday. July gained \4-%c and 
got to %ec over July, compared with ic under 
on Friday and Saturday. The cash demand 
has not been heavy eHbough to encourage 
the idea, on which July was sent to a pre- 
mium, of a sharp decrease in local stocks 
and possible manipulation. Supplies in pri- 
vate houses only decreased 181,000 bu for 
the week, to 5,280,000 bu, and the decrease 
in the visible supply of 1,725,000 bu was less 
than expected. On the other hand, there 
were indications of freer selling in the South- 
west by holders, continued heavy rains in 
Kansas and Nebraska influencing their 
mood undoubtedly. There were more rains 
in the Red River Valley and more talk of a 
decreased acreage there, but the belief found 
favor that the general rains added more to 
the yield In other sections than it could pos- 
sibly deduct from it in the Northwest. 


Better Export Demand. 


There was a firmer close than the market 
would otherwise have had on improved ex- 
port demand, foreigners taking 488,000 bu 
at the seaboard, including some late Satur- 


. May, although most of the foreign markets 


were closed. Clearances were also liberal 
at 688.519 bu. The Northwest and Soutb- 
west sold the deferred futures. Cudahy 
brokers were large buyere of September and 


-gellers of July. Logan and Lake-Leash sold 


July. Champlin bought September. New 
York covered short July. There was an in- 
creased movement in the Southwest, 8t. 
Louis getting 97,000 bu, most of it, it was re- 
ported, from Kansas. Even the Northwest 
receipts were slightly larger than for the 
preceding week, 258 cars, compared with 316 
@ year ago. Total primary receipts were 
405,999 bu, compared with 409,733 bu a year 
ago, a smaller discrepancy than the figures 
have shown for some time. World's ship- 
mente were heavy, 9,404,000 bu, compared 
with 7,903,000 bu a year ago, Russia sending 
gut 2,473,000 bu. The amount on passage in- 
creased 656.000 bu, and is 47,872,000 bu, or 
4,200,000 bu larger than a year ago. Press 
dispatches told of some alarm over German 
crop prospects because of long continued 
cold rains. Foreign markets were closed. 


Liquidation in Corn. 


Liquidation of long corn by scattered hold- 
ere on the ideal weather conditions and re- 
cent increase in country offerings forced the 
market down %-%c, but on oovering by 


shorts, reducing their lines, there was some 


reaction. July sold from 61%c down to 60%c, 
but got back to 61%-%c, a net loss of %4-\e. 
There seemed indications at times that some 
of the July sellers were quietly replacing 
their lines with September, but that de- 
livery closed the weakest, losing %-%c to 
50%-%c. Country acceptances, while still | 
not heavy, were rather better than on Satur- 
day, Iowa selling more freely. There is no 
indication of the increased movement as yet 
in the receipts. There were 68 cars here; 
with 110 estimated for today, and primary

cesh demand; sales about 185,000 bu, and 
clearances were only 6,702 bu. There was 
commission selling, some of ft for the South- 
west, through Logan, McReynolds, White, 
and Adams-Samuel.

Oats Supply Stops Decreasing. 

For the first time in many weeks there 
was an increase in the visible supply of oats— 
07,000 bu, as compared with a decrease the 
previous week of 13,000 bu. But the supply 
is still a long way under that of last year. 
Then it was 10,724,000 bu. It is now 3,014,000 
bu. Local stocks are 759,000 bu, 2,000 bu 
larger than a week ago. For awhile opening 
prices were sustained, there being, in the 
different deliveries, about in line with Satur- 
day’s closings, but subsequent weakness, 
based on the weather and the fact of a heavy 
cash market, broke the price %c. The clos- 
ing, however, was only %-\c lower, except 
May, which fost \%c. Pit transactions were 
mainly by local professionals, and under the 
circumstances the pressure was on the bear 
side. The cash situation showed little 
strength, Eastern demand being nowhere 
near as brisk as formerly. No. 8 white was 
%@Ic lower, down to 1@1\c over May, where 
the premium at the Close of the week was 

about 2. Local receipts were free, 190 cars, 
of which 40 were contract. 


Slow Trade in Provisions. 


The provision list was entirely lacking in 
strength, although“at one time prices were 
24%c higher all around than the previous 
close. During the early part of the day the 
Cudahy Packing company picked up a lit- 
tle lard, but in a general way the market 
was featureless. Harris-Gates did a little sell- 
ing. There were 36,000 hogs here, with 21,- 
UOU estimated for today. Western packing 
points were only moderately supplied, hav- 
ing 50,000, as compared with 62,000 the pre- 
vious week and 64,200 a year ago. Average 
weights were 218 Ibs, 1 lb heavier than a 
week ago, but/10 lbs under last year’s aver- 


age. There Were light shipments of cured 
meats, 1,537, lbs, against 2,028,000 lbs a 
year ago. Lard shipments were 677,000 lbs, 


against 1,292,000 lbs last year.

DECREASE IN THE DEATH RATE. 


Record for Last Week Is 13.2 Per Cent 


for the City. 


There were seventy-eight fewer deaths last 


week than the week before, and the total, 


471, is the lowest in twenty-one weeks. 
reduction represents a decrease of 13.2 per 
cent in the annual death rate. The principal 
reduction has been in the age period under 5 
years, a reduction which hae been continuous 
for the last three weeks. 

“The frequent rains of the last few 
weeks,” says the weekly bulletin of the 
Health department, “‘ have produced the 
usual pollution of the drinking water, and 
eleven deaths from typhoid fever were re- 
ported during the week. Deducting two of 
these, which were contracted elaewhere, the 
remaining nine deaths are a wholly unneces- 
sary sacrifice te ignorance or criminal negli- 
gence. Boil all hydrant water intended for 
drinking purposes and continue to do so 
until all sewage is diverted from the lake 
into the draihMage channel. 

“ As to smalipox, ten out of the nineteen 
new cases discovered last week were among 
colored: people, and since the first of the 
year this factor of the population, number- 
ing only 1.3 per cent of the total, has fur- 
nished 35 per cent of all cagses,”’
